ALABAMA MAY ABOLISH 


CONVICT LEASING SYSTEM 


Montgomery, Ala., July 12. — One of 


1 the results of the recent investiga- 
i tion of alleged outrages in Florida 
prison camps will be to make the 
subject of the leasing of Alabama 
convicts one of the most complex 
matters to come before the Alabama 
legislature which convened July 11, 


I for its summsr session, according to 
. the opinion expressed by members in 
advxance of the meeting. 


Inspired by the' investigations and 


their results in Florida7 citizens of 
Alabama started an inquiiy into con- 
ditions in this state and 
several 


groups now are demanding that the 
present lease 5 j stem be abolished, 
despite the fact that the legislature 
at its January session extended the 
leasing system untU December, 1929. 


Governor Brandon has expressed 


himself in defense of the existing 
system, declaring the state should 
make no changes until some > other 
employment might be arranged, enab- 
ling the state to continue them at 
work without loss. 


The league of women voters of 


Alabama, who also have the afd of 
various legislators and many private 
citizens have declared their Inten- 
tion of endeavoring to have the legis- 
lature repeal the extension measure 
'at the coming session. Alleged in- 
sanitary conditions, inhuman treat- 
ment, negligence of moral supervis- 
ion and bad conditions in general 
are charjred by those opposing the 
continuation of the leasing system.

The inm ates of the “Casa dos Ex- 
postos” arc raised like orphans and 
prepared for life with the best care 
within the ability of the gentle nuns 
who man-igc the institution.

of the children are adopted hv child­ 
less couples.
